Food Poisoning. 


Last week we discussed recent! 
deaths caused by food poisoning, and 
different kinds of food poison. 
Dr. Victor Burke, head of the bac- 
teriology department of the State 
College of Washington, told us some 
“why and wherefores” in that con- 
nection, He has some more interest- 
ing things to say on this important 


“The orgahism cnusing botulism 
(a poisoning, you remember, caused 
by the formation of a toxin from the 
growth of the bacillus botulinus) may 
be present on any unpreserved fruit 
or vegetable, or meat. There is no- 
thing to indicate its presence. It is 
more likely to be found on foods over 
ripe or on the verge of spoiling. Such 
foods should be discarded, not pre- 
served, to save them as is often done. 
Only fresh, whole fruits and vegeta- 
bles should be preserved, and those 
only after thorough washing. 

“Flies sand other insects may con- 
vey the organism, and should be kept 
off foods to be preserved. If these 
precautions are observed, there is 
less chance of the botulism organism 
getting into the preserving jars. If 
they do get in, ordinary methods of 
heating can not be depended on to 
kill them. And if they are not killed 
they will grow and the food be pois- 


“When serving preserved food the 
cook should examine it carefully for 
spoilage, indicated by the presence of 
particles, or rancid odor not charac- 
particular kind of 
food. In glass jars the gas bubbles 
can be seen rising to the top or 
caught in the contents. A softening 
of the particles is indicated by a loss 
of shape and a settling of fine par- 
ticles to the bottom. In tin cans the 
gas causes the ends of the cans to 
bulge outward. Puncturing such cans 
you can hear the gas escape. 

“Presence of spoilage does not in- 
dicate that the food is poisonous, for 
there are many kinds of spoilage. 
Most organisms causing spoilage do 
not produce a_ poison. But ALL 
spoiled food MAY be poisonous and 
should be discarded. Unless thor-

When the food was warm- 
ed up the odor in the room was so 
noticeable Mrs. E’’s son and daugh- 
ter smelled it. In spite of this, the 
asparagus was put on the table. Mrs. 
E. ate part of a stalk to see if it was 
good. The son ate a whole stalk. 
The daughter refused to touch it. 
As it appeared to be spoiled the rest 
of the asparagus was thrown to the 
chickens. Next morning a number of 
the chickens were sick or dead. A 
few days later Mrs. E.. became ill, 
and died with typical symptoms of 
botulism, The son developed no 
symptoms, though he had eaten more 
than his mother. This may be ex- 
plained by the supposition that the 
stalk he ate had been heated enough 
to kill the toxin, while what Mrs. E. 
ate, in another part of the dish, was 
exposed to less heat. It takes some 
time for heat to penetrate to the in- 
terior of a mass of food. Food con- 
taining gas may seem to boil for sev- 
eral minutes before the true boiling 
point is reached. 

“Instantaneous exposure of botu- 
linus toxin to a boiling temperature 
will destroy it and render the food 
safe to eat. Sufficient time must be 
given for the heat to reach the inter- 
ior of the food mass and of each par- 
ticle.

APPROVE CREAM GRADING SYS. 
TEM. 


Expressing approval of the system 
of cream grading established under 
the Alberta Dairymen’s Act, the fol- 
lowing resolution was passed by re- 
presentative milk and cream produc- 
ers of Alberta, a copy of which has 
been received by the Department of 
Agriculture; at Edmonton:— 

“We, the undersigned representa- 
tive milk and cream producers of Al- 
berta, hereby express our whole- 
hearted endorsation of the Alberta 
Dairymen’s Act, and the ministerial 


regulations made thereunder, and our | 


approval of the system of cream 
grading established under the said 
regulation. 

“Furthermore, having jfullf \con- 
sidered the recent prosecutions 
launched against the Meadow Cream- 
ery Co., of Alix, we unhesitatingly 
endorse the action which the dairy 
commissioner took in the matter in 
seeking to secure a strict enforce- 
ment of the Dairymen’s Act and its 
regulations. 

“The owner of the Meadow Cream- 
ery Company was not prosecuted and 
fined for paying more for a particular 
grade of cream than his competitors. 
This creamery owner violated the 
Dairymen’s Act in paying for cream 
on a grade higher than the grade es- 
tablished by the government grader. 
He was also convicted for discrimin- 
ating in paying less to one patron of 
the creamery than to another for the 
same grade of cream. This practice 
is specifically prohibited by the 
Dairymen’s Act. There is nothing 
in that Act or in the regulations of 
the Minister of Agriculture tmade 
under the Act, to prevent a creamery 
owner from paying as large a price 
as he desires for any grade of cream. 
The regulations establish a differenn- 


tial of two cents between the grades | 
|of cream, but apart from that no re- 


strictions of any sort is placed upon 
the creameries in regard to the prices 
which they pay for cream shipped to 
them. 

“We appreciate that the govern- 
ment grader, placed as he is between 
th producer and the manufacturer,

Variableness of the weather condi- | 
tions at the present time in Alberta, | 
make any really definite statement on | 
crop conditions almost impossible. | 
Since the last report, issued two) 
weeks ago, unusually heavy rainfail | 
has occurred in almost every district 
of the province, accompanied by low! 
dips in temperature. Though this 
precipitation was from three weeks to 
a month late, and cannot change the 
general situation with respect to 
grain crops to any considerable ex- 
tent, some improvement has been 
shown in summerfallow crops, and in 


districts where the damage from the 
drought had not been too great. With 
favorable weather conditions from 
now until harvest, many districts 
should harvest an average crop 
where prospects were not so bright a 
fortnight ago. Throughout a large 
portion of the east central and south- 
ern districts, however, the rain has 
come too late to revive the grain, and 
the yields will be very low. 

In west central and northern dis- 


tricts and eastward from Edmonton 
to the border of the province, grain 
conditions continue to be fairly satis- 
factory, with improved conditions as 
a result of the late rains. Contin- 
uous warm weather is now needed | 
until harvest, however, to fill and 
ripen the grain. Weather at present 
date is still cool and showery. There 
has been no frost, although the tem- 
perature has been close to the frost 
line on several occasions. Precipita- 
tion throughout the province during 
the two weeks has ranged from three 
quarters of an inch to two inches, 
some very heavy storms being record- 
ed in districts which previonsly had 
had very little rainfall. 

The most notable improvement 
from the late rains has been in the 
feed situation, and there is prospect 
of fairly heavy yiclds of greenfeed in 
many districts. The first cutting of 
alfalfa on the irrigated lands in the 
south produced one of the best crops 
rever harvested, the yield averaging 
about one and 2 half tons to the acre 
|The second crop is almost ready for 
cutting.
